“If you don’t know. papa can’t blame 
you,” he said. 

For seven years the boy had heen com- 
pletely paralyzed from the waist down. 
His legs are lifeless, and have not grown 
since he was attacked with spinal menin- 
gitis. He can not stand. With his hands 


When he goes out he uses a wheel-chair. 

He left the house in a chair which had 
just been purchased. It was heavier than 
an old one at his father’s office. He went 
there and asked one of the men to bring the 
old one out. As he sat on the curb his 
father appeared. He asked Ray why he 
had come out. The boy was silent. 

“I command you to go home at once,” he 
shouted. 

The boy did not move. Enraged, his fa- 
ther seized him. The boy clung to his chair 
with his strong arms. The father cuffed 
him right and left about the head. A 
crowd gathered. The father ran into the 
office. 


Ray drew himself into the chair and 
pushed himself away as fast as he could. 

He went to the First National Bank and 
got the cashier there, whom he knew to 
identify him at the Franklin, and he ob- 
tained the money. 

He took it to the Postoffice and mailed it 
to his sister. Then he pushed himself back 
home, 

When his father learned that night what 
the boy had done he was beside himseif 
with rage.

warnings that his vital energies were be- 
ing undérmined, although it was not till 
August that his physicians definitely told 
him that one of his lungs was affected. At 
the earnest solicitations of his physicians 
and family. he resolved to try the effect of 
the Colorado climate, and early in Septem- 
ber last moved with his family to Denver. 
Colo., where he was welcomed by a host of 
friends. He received, however, little or no 
benefit from the change, and since January 
has been rapidly failing. 

When he recognized that recovery was 
#tmpossible, he became very anxious to get 
back to his old family homestead, at {- 
copee Falls, Mass., where he was born and 
lived his entire life. His 
brothers went to Denver to help him real- 
ize this wish, and, April 26, just a month 
ago, brought him back, very weak, to his 
old home, 

Edward Bellamy was born at Chicopee 
Falls March 26, 1850, and was the third son 
of Rev. R. K. Bellamy, for 35 years the pas- 
tor of the Baptist Church at Chicopee Falls. 
After finishing a course at Union College he 
completed his education by a year of Euro- 
pean travel and study. 

By the study of law, he was, at 21 years 
of age, admitted to the bar of Hampden 
County, Massachusetts, From the legal pro- 
fession he went into journalism, and for sev- 
eral years was assistant editor of the 
Springfield Union; from there hé went to 
New York City to accept position as edito- 
rial writer on the New York Evening Post, 
where he was engaged for about one year, 
when he returned to Springfield and in co- 
partnership with his brother, C, J. Bellamy, 
started the Spr. ngfield Daily News. Mean- 
while he published * ‘Six To One,”’ “A Nan- 
tucket Idyl,”’ “Dr. Heidenhoft's Process,’ 
“Miss Ludington’s Sister’’ and other books. 

It was in 1888 that his famous book, 
“Tooking Backward,” was published, the 
sale of which, up to the present time. is 
over 460,000 copies In Ameri ‘a, and probably 
over half a million of copies have been goid 
in England and other foreign countries. 
“Looking Backward’’ has been translated 
into German, French, Russian, Italian, 
Arabic, Bulgarian and several other lan- 
guages, It is stated that Emperor William 
pure hased 10,000 copies of ‘‘Looking Back- 
ward.” which he distributed among the 
etudents and working classes of Ge gona 
His reason for so doing, if this is realiy 
true, is apparent to those conversant with 
German politics. 

On the 30th day of December, 1891, Mr. 
Bellamy, pveing convinced that it was his 
duty to supplement his efforts in “Looking 
Backward” by educating the people to- 
ward reform in government, issued the 
first number of The New ‘Nation. An idea 
of its influence may be judged from the 
fact that since the New Nation was start- 
ed over 360 papers devoted to nationalism 
have been launched tn the United States, 
Canada and and Mexico, and thousands of 
papers through the direct inspiration of the 
New Nation have etarted departments de- 
voted to political reform, which are con- 
ducted and edited from the writings of Mr. 
Bellamy in the New Nation and ‘Looking 
Backward.” 

Mr. Bellamy leaves a widow and two 
children. besides two brothers, Charlies J. 
Rellamy, editor of the Springfield Daily 
News, and Frederick Bellamy of srowr Es 
N. ¥. His funeral will take place at his 
home, in Chicopee Falls, and by his special 
request will be of the simplest possible 


character.

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The port of Santiago de Cuba, in which 
the Cape.Verde fleet, commanded by Ad- 
miral Cervera, is said to have taken refuge, 
is situated on the southeast coast of Cuba. 
By land it is 500 miles from Havana, which 
is situated diagonally across the island, on 
the northwest coast. The distance by water 
is from 900 to 1000 miles. 

The harbor of the port is one of the 
finest on the Cuban coast, but it is difficult 
of access. From the sea a deep but nar- 
row channel leads into the harbor between 
fringing reefs. The channel is over a mile 
long, and at it narrowest point only about 
540 feet wide. Its greatest width is said to 
be only an eighth of a mile, 

Once in the harbor a great depth of water 
is found, and space for «ne avcommodation 
of a large fleet. 

Santiago city is situated at the head of the 
harbor four or five miles from the city. It 
has had in ordinary times a population of 


50,000, largely composed of blacks. Before 
the outbreak of the revolution, which has 
paralyzed all business on the island, its com- 
mercial importance was second only to that 
of Havana. There are numerous handsome 


buildings in the city, public and private. 
including the residences of the Archbishop 


and the Governor of the province. 

Although the peculiar entrance to the 
harbor would seem to make it poss:ble to 
fortify the port impregnably, the defenses 
of the harbor are not reputed formidable. 
Thé fortifications are said to be chiefly of 
masonry, of little use against modern high- 
pressure guns, and the guns mounted 
there are generally old-fashioned smooth- 
bores. 

On the other land side there are numerous 
earth works defended by smaii guns, which 
have been sufficient to keep back the in- 
surgents, unprovided with artillery. Never- 
theles:, for many months Gen. Garcia has 
kept the city practicaily in a state of siege. 
Communication with the western part of 
the island has been had almost wholly by 
water. 

The chief fortification of Santiago 18 
Morro Castle. It stands o'1 boldly on a 
hill east of the harbor, making a most con- 
spicuous target for the guns of a hostile 
fleet. 

Morro Castle is a rambling, irreguiar fort, 
neither circular ror oblong In shape. It 1s 
about 1200 yards around the structure. The 
fort is known to have five modern 10-ineh 
guns and a large number of the oid-style 
cannon. 

Directly opposite Movro Castle is the 
Block House, a small stone building, 
strengthened WitDiheavy railroad iron. This 
building has some good guns in it. The 
number is not known outside of Cuba, for 
they have been recently placed in position. 

Along the entrance to the harbor are the 
Estrella and another smaller battery, end 
the Santa Cataiina Fort, none of which is 
supposed to be formidable. The Blanco 


battery within the city limits is a smal 
affair. 
The harbor is further protected by a 


number of masked batteries, iocated at 
points on both sides of the harbor.

TAMPA, Fla., May 23.—The army here has 
&rown to considerable proportion during the 
last week, Within the military district of 
Tampa there is now a force of not leas than 
~9,0% regulars and volunteers. It is composed 
of about 30 regiments, as follows: Regulars 
at Tampa, one brigade light artillery, 3d, 
6th and Sth cavalry, the Ist, 4th and 26th In- 
fantry Regiments and three companies of 
e* ginees, At Lakeland are the Ist and 10th 
Cavalry. 

The following volunteer regiments are also 
in this district: Three from Florida, the’ 71st 
New York. 24 Massachusetts, 3d and 5th 
Ohio, 2d Georgia and one each from Wiscon- 
Bin, Michigan atid Iowa. 

All of the reguiars and most of the volun- 
teers ars fully equipped and well drilled and 
ready for immediate service. Those that are 
not equipped can be furnished with uniforms 
and supplies at once. :

He has received advices 
that 48 of these guns, together with 2000 
men and 1800 horses, have been ordered 
from Washington, but they have not yet 
begun to arrive.

CADIZ, May 23.—It is stated here very positively that the Pelayo, Carlos V., 
three of the transatlantic steamers and two torpedo boats are about to sail for the 
Philippines. The Pelayo is well armed, armored and manned. The Carlos V. is wett 
armored and manned and has good guns, but her heavy ones forward will not 
swing, owing to the defects in the machinery, and can only be fired directly ahead. 
The captains of these boats'are good men and experienced, but Admiral Camara 
is regarded by naval men as difficult to work with giving orders and contradicting 
them almost in the same: breath. He is from Malaga. 

It is said here that there are mines in Manila harbor that were fot exploded 
when the American fleet entered, the electric communication being out of order. 
This has, so it is reported, now being rectified, and preparations are complete to give 
Admiral Dewey’s warm good-by should he attempt to leave. This rumor will bear 
a lump of salt. 

The Spaniards are preparing the two steamers Normannia and Columbia, now 
the Rapido and Patria, to take or heavy guns. !f then strengthen the ships properly 
the work will require several months. 

The cruiser Alfonso XIII. will remain at Cadiz as a guardship, but as her boil- 
ers are insufficient, she cannot steam more than six to seven knots, and theretore ‘s 
not of much use. It is certain there are at least 0 mines well laid in the Bay of 
Cadiz.

THE LATEST SUFFERER SUES.

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Oath of Office Requires That Assem.- 
blymen Shall Not Be or Become: 
a Party to Municipal 
Contracts. 


“If I am not competent to judge whether 
material comes up to the contract specifica- 
tions, then I think the city would better get 
another Sewer Commissioner.” 

These plain words were addressed to the 
Mayor by Sewer Commissioner Colby Mon- 
day as he rose to leave the office after an 
earnest conference that had lasted about a 
quarter of an hour. 

“I will look into the matter,” said the 
Mayor, ‘‘and I think I am competent after 
25 years’ experience to pass on such things.” 


The subject of the conference between the 
Mayor and Mr. Colby related to the Hodia- 
mont district sewer, and brings to light how 
openly members of the Municipal Assembly 
v:olate their oath of office and the law when 
they swear they are not and will not be- 
come interested in any public contract dur- 
ing their term of office. 

The Assemblyman in question is Council- 
man John G. Brinkmeyer, president of the 
Brinkmeyer Hardware Co., Twenty-fifth ana 
North Market s@reets. Brinkmeyer is the 
subcontractor for seven miles of pipe for 
the Hodiamont sewer, and Commissioner 
Culby claims that he is furnishing inferior 
pipe. The specifications call for ‘“‘double 
strength”’ pipe, but Brinkmeyer proposes to 
lay what is known as standard pipe, which 
ts of inferior quality. Hill & O’Meara are 
the oye contractors for the work, 
which is to cost the city $104,000. Anderson 
Brothers were the original contractors, but 
they failed and their indemnity bond was 
forfeited several months ago. Hill & 
O’Meara subcontracted with Brinkmeyer. 

Colby states that Hill & O’Meara do not 
hesitate to say that the pipe is inferior to 
the quality demanded by the specifications. 

The Commissioner prohibited Brinkmeyer 
from laying the pipe. He then begged of 
Colby to “ease up” and “not be hard on 
him.”’ Colby refused to do so. 

Colby says that the Councilman then ap- 
pealed to the Mayor to overrule Colby and 
said the rulings against his pipe was noth- 
ing less than spite work. 

It seemed to be no my! dey to the Mayor 
that a member of the City Council held a 
heavy public contract, but he promised to 
look into it, and this wags why ‘Mr. Colby 
was in consultation with him. Mr. Colby 
said he would have any expert the Mayor 
wanted to examine the work, but the Mayor 
intimated that no expert was necessary. 
Mr. Colby said that neither did he consider 
an expert necessary, as the inferiority of 
the Brinkmeyer pipe was palpable under the 
specifications. 

‘“T have seen no mention of Councilman 
Brinkmeyer resigning his seat in the Coun- 
eil,’’ said Mr. Colby, ‘“‘but I do know that 
he has this pipe contract and insists on 
the ny taking less than it has contracted 
for. e can’t do it with my conseft. I 
don’t care who holds a contract or fur- 
nishes the material, but the city shall not 
pa, puaniod out of its due if I can prevent

WAS ILL ONLY ONE WEEK. 


Lived in St. Louis 25 Years and Was 
Formerly With the Winkle- 
meyer Brewery. 


August W, Straub, president of the In- 
ternational Bank of St. Louis, at the south- 
east corner of Fourth and Chestnut 
streets, died Monday morning at 10 o'clock 
at his home, 1663 South Grand avenue. 

The fatal illness was pneumonia, which 
first invaded the lungs of the dead banker 
last Monday morning. He went to his 
home that evening complaining of pains in 
his chest and Tuesday morning he was un- 
able to go to his office, and from that day 
until his death he grew worse in spite of 
the combined skill of Drs. Goeble and Tu- 
holske. 

Mr. Straub was 53 years old. He was born 
in Allegheny City, across the river from 
Pittsburg, Pa., and was one of a family 
of five sons and one daughter. In 1873 his 


family moved to Pittsburg and Mr. Straub 
came to St. Loujs to live. He entered the 
offices of the Winklemeyer Brewing Co. and 
was eventually made secretary of the con- 
cern, which office he filled until 188, when 
the oer was absorbed by a syndicate. 
Mr. Strau married Miss Winklemeyer, 
daughter of the head of the brewery. 
survives him with two children, Miss Olga, 
aged. 20, and Arthur, aged 16. 

Mr. Straub first became connected with 
the International Bank on February 1), 
1874, when he was elected to the directorate. 

en August Leisse resigned the_ vice- 
presidency in February, 1884, Mr. Straub 
was elected to the vacancy, and in March, 
1886, upon the death of William C. Lange 
he became president. 

Aside from his marked qualifications as a 
business man and financier Mr. Straub pos- 
sessed many traits which endeared him to 
his friends and business acquaintances. He 
was one of the most popular bankers in 
St. Louis, honored and respected by his as- 
sociates and regarded highly by his fellow 
bankers. When the newe of his death be- 
came known Monday morning messages of 
sympathy began pouring in at the bank 
and at the dead man’s residence. 

The International Bank has been draped 
in black in memory of its departed presi- 
dent, and the officials and directors will 
meet Monday afternoon to adopt suitable 
resolutions of respect. ;

CHARLES HAMMOND MARSHALL’S 
REASON FOR ATTEMPT- 
ING SUICIDE. 


HE IS A KANSAS MERCHANT. 


Found Unconscious in Forest Park 
From an Overduse of Morphine 
and Will Recover. 


Charles Hammond Marshall, once a well* 
to-do merchant of Concordia, Kan., is a* 
the City Hospital recovering from the ef- 
fects of morphine, swallowed in Forest 
Park with suicidal intent. 

There are several reasons given by Mar- 
shall for his attempt at self-destruction, 
but they all trace their origin back to one 
source—the exaggerated use of tobacco, 

Mart®hall is about 40 years old, and ap- 
pears to be in robust health. He roused 
himself when a reporter visited him and 


talked freely. 

“I wanted to die because I was not in 
my rght mind,’’ he said. “I was once 
prosperous, but now I am broke and can't 
get work that will support my wife ané@ 
baby as they deserve. 

“I was a general merchant in Concordia 
and was making good money. A year ago 
I married a mogt estimable woman and 
ten months later boy baby was born to 
us. 

“In the meantime business reverses came 
upon me and I failed. I had always been 
a Slave to tobacco ard I was told that un- 
ess I quit using it I would lose my mind. 
I tried to stop, but I got so nervous I 
went back to it and used it more than 
ever. I worried about it and knew I was 
going crazy. I came to the city in the hope 
that I could find relief and work. I did not 
find either. I was despondent and not in 
my right mind, and that is the reason I 
tried to kill myself.”’ 

Marshall wants to get well and has hopes 
that Dr. Sutter can cure him of the to- 
bacco habit. He says he knows the clouds 
will leave his mind as soon as he is free 
from the tobacco habit. 


STORM FATAL TO SEVEN. 


Tornado in Arkansas Did Great Dam- 
age in Country Districts. 


FAYETTEVILLE, Ark., May 23.—The tor- 
nado which passed through a portion of 
Northwest Arkansas Friday night did im- 
mense damage to property and caused the 
death of at least seven persons. Reports 
of the destruction are coming in. slowly, 
and it is feared that later details will add 


other names to the death list. The storm 
came from the southeast, passing through 
the great fruit belt of the Ozark region, and 
tore its way through the southern end of 
Benton County, spending its force in the 
White River Valley. : 

Everything in its path was destroyed, the 
greatest damage being done near Elm 
Springs, Low and Mud Township, the latter 
place being almost entirely swept away. 

At Elmsburg houses were blown down, or- 
chards destroyed and stock killed. One man, 
who had sought safety in a cellar, waa 
killed by falling timbets. The house blew 
away, and the cellar was filled w.th debris, 
crushing the man to death. 

Two miles east of Elm Springs a man 
named Killingsworth and his wife were 
killed. Their house was entirely destroyed, 
and they were crushed to death in the 
debris. A mile away a farm house occu- 
pied by an Italian family was wrecked, and 
the inmates were instantly killed. The resi- 
dences of W. H. Holcomb and W. B. Pier- 
son were destroyed. Twenty houses are re- 
ported blown away in the vicinity of Elim 
Springs. 

The storm was less severe in Crawford 
County, but one life was lost near Fort 
Smith. A Mrs. Nesbitt died from fright 
while the gale was at its height. 

The home of W. 8S. Kimbrough, near 
Springdale, was blown down and Kimbrough 
was instantly killed. Several other farm 
houses were blown down near Springdale 
and six or eight persons were more or less 
seriously wounded, Some damage was also 
done at Lowell, Rogers and S:.loam Springs.

He has 
always shot to kill—not to get into the news- 
papers. But “Skippy” es a Ch is full 
of dramatic pictures. 

Rev. Father Joseph A. nage og f held mass 
and communion services in the bull ring at 
the jail Sunday. Nearly all the prisoners 
who had been reared in the Catholic faith 
attended and 21 took communion. 

Among them was Rohan. It was his first 
communion. He had previously made con- 
fession to the priest, made a clean breast of 
every wrong deed which he had ever com- 
mitted, expressed earnest contrition and de- 
clared his intention to live an upright life 
in the future. 

What a story the good priest must have 
carried away with him from the —_ jail 
after Skippy Rohan had told him the inside 
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“SKIPPY” ROHAN. 


history of his life. Mayhap it was not near- 
ly so black and burdensome as the commun- 
ity has a right to suppose, but It was heavy 
enough. Skippy says he is innocent of any 
wrong doing. May be he is. 

Taking the first communion under these 
circumstances is a formal and public re- 
nunciation of one’s past life, so far ae it 
had partaken of that which was evil. It is 
what the Methodtsts_call ‘“‘conversion.”’ 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter went inté 
the jail Monday morning “Skippy” came te 
the screen with a springing step and a 
serene face. He talked quietly and civilly 
of the change in his life. He declared he 
had taken the step with a full realization 
of its importance and significance and he 
Was determined to live a better life. 

“Not that I have been doing anythin® 
wrong.”’ he added. ‘“‘When I left the penis 
tentiary My mind was made up to keep 
Straight. ‘I have done nothing wrong 
since, You see how I was acquitted of the 
murder charge. Well, I didn’t expect any- 
thing else. I knew I was innocent and 
when a man is innocent it don’t surprise 
him to be acquitted. I am innocent of the 
other charges, too, and I will be acquitte4 
of all of them, I believe. 

“It was not a sudden impulse that made 
me take the communion, I had been think- 
ing about it for seven or eight months. I 
thought it out by myself. 

“I confessed all the wrongs I had ever 
done, but I dtdn’t confess to the things 
the police charge me with. They accuse me 
of everything that happens, 

“Will I stay in St. Louis if TI am ac- 
quitted? OF course I will Haven’t I a 
righit to stay here? Wasn't I born here? 
The police won't accuse me of everything 
when they see what kind of a life I am liv- 


ing.”’ 

These etatements were drawn from Rohan 
by persistent questioning. He answered all 
questions, but did not volunteer a single

A TRANSFER COMPANY HAS TO 
BUILD A NEW BOAT TO KEEP 
UP WITH 1TS TRAFFIC. 


CHICAGO NOT IN IT 
ON ARMY CONTRACTS. 


Invincible Proofs of Prosperity and St. 
Louis Merchants Look for o Vol- 
ume of Business Which Will 
Break All Records. 


The commercial] interests of St. Louls are 
making rapid and substantial progress, evi- 
dencing the fact that war has in no wise 
affected local prosperity. 

Business men are jubilant at the bright 
outlook and freely predict that the trade of 
1898 will be unprecedented. In line with St. 
Louis’ healthy growth is the Samuel Cup- 
ples Woodenware Co., the oldest and larg- 
est concern of its kind in the country. At 
a meeting of the board of directors Monday 
it was decided to increase the capital stock 
from ‘ ,000. 

“We found it absolutely necessary to in- 
crease our capitalization,’’ said President 
R. H. Brookings to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er Monday, ‘‘because our business has 
grown so enormously in the last few years. 
At the present time we are enjoying an 
exceptional degree of prosperity. The war 
has not hurt us in the least—in fact, it 
seems to have generally benefited St. Louis 
merchants.”’ 

The Interstate Sand and Transfer Co. now 
operates with a capital stock of $300,000 in- 
stead of $90,000, as formerly. The number 
of shares has been increased from 900 to 
3000 and sell at a par value of $100 each. 
The company controls a number of ferry- 
boats used to transfer railroad cars to 
points on the east side of the river. They 
contemplate vast improvements: in their 
ferry system. An immense steel trans- 
fer barge is ow under wey, The 
boat is being built at Pittsburg, Pa., and 
its completion is looked for in a few weeks. 
It will be 300 feet long, with a 46-foot beam, 
and will draw eight and a half feet of 
water. Nearly 40 railroad cars can be 
transferred at one haul. The barge will be 
entirely of steel and its estimated cost is 
$125,000. 

William Kavanaugh, president of the com- 
pany, said Monday: 

“The new boat will be the best equipped 
freight barge on the river. We are also 
having built at Dubuque a large steel tug 
to tow the new barge. Business conditions 
were never better with us. The war has 
not hurt the river commerce in any way.” 
That the war is greatly benefiting several 
lines of business in St. Louls is shown by 
recent government contracts for army sup- 
plies awarded local firms. The William 
Schalter Tea and Coffee Co. received an 
order from the quartermaster department 
a few days ago for 100,000 pounds of cof- 


fee. 

The firm underbid several Chicago dealers. 
. The Adam Roth Grocery Co. also report 
a heavy business week with Uncle Sam. 
“The last month,” said Mr. Roth, ‘‘has been 
the best we have experienced in years Our 
Government, trade has been immense and 
we can have all we can do to fill the 
numerous orders we receive. 
“St. Louis merchants have outclassed 
Chicago ony,low prices at every point, and 
as a result we have secured the bulk of the 
entracts for army supplies. The difficulty 
with Spain won't affect any line of business. 
its a good thing and well worth pushing 
along.’

The Proposed Amendment Wiil Give a 
“Chance of Getting the Best 
Results With the Least 
Expense. 


One of the most important innovations 
in the proposed charter amendments is the 
section which provides for alternative ‘bids. 
Under section 15 of the present charter, as 
construed by ex-City Counselor Marshall 
and his predecessors, the city was bound 
to specify the particular material to be 
used in each ordinance for public contracts. 
If a street was to be paved. the Board of 
Public Improvementg had to state specifi- 
cally whether the material should be as- 
phalt, granite, brick, telford or: macadam. 
It could not propose bids for improvement 
of the street and then exercise its option 
of the best and cheapest materia] from the

tried to avoid this section of the charter, 
but its terms are so explicit that | were 
not permitted to do so. He and Mr. Holman 
made an obstinate fight against it and 
into quite a snarl with City Counse 
Marshall over it last’ winter when they 
ore trying to formulate a lighting con- 
ract. 
Mr. Holman contended that such a con- 
struction of the ordinance placed the cXy 
at the mercy of monopolies for every class 
of contract work and that such a thing a» 
ee bids were a mockery under the 
circumscribed limits. 
Mr. McMath, in hig abstract notes ex* 
plaining the proposed charter amendments, 
thus comments on this section: 
“By official interpretation of sec. 15 of 
the present charter, the city is not at liberty 
to ask for alternative proposals in cases 
where the end gouges may be accomplished 
in several ways. or instance, lighting the 
Streets may be done by electricity, using 
either arc or incandescent lamps alone, or 
by a combination of both kinds, or by 
gas, with direct combustion as in the ordi- 
nary gas light, or by using heating power of 
s to make a refractory material incan- 
escent. The gas may be what is called 
coal , Water gas, Oll gas or a combina- 
tion, it may be acetylene or premmees on the 
spot from naptha,. What the city wants ({s 
light, so distributed as to satisfactorily il- 
luminate the streets and alleys. How the 
aent is produced ts a matter of indifference. 
e light being offered by competing parties, 
the one who will produce the result at the 
lowest price should have the contract. The 
change in sec. 15 will give the city this op- 
portunity.”
